morrow night. 
Judge Taft will speak on the work 
of the federation’s public employees’ 
welfare committee, of which he is 
chairman, and Mrs. T aft’s topic will 
be the work of the w om en’s depart­ 
m ent of the federation, in which she 
takes a keen interest. 


Gompers and Ridder on Program. 
Several other addresses will be de­ 
livered at the dinner. 
Among 
the 
speakers will be Seth Low, Andrew 
Carnegie, Herman Ridder and Samuel 
Gompers. 
The announcem ent of the 
expected presence at the dinner of the 
two last named gentlemen, who op­ 
posed Judge Taft’s election, has caus­ 
ed considerable comment.

There is nothing that so thoroughly 
combines absolute mathematical exact­ 
ness with fantastic unreality as the 
modern entertainment 
k nown 
as 
a 
moving picture show. 
There Is noth­ 
ing that requires more scientific and 
artistic sk ill in the mak ing or more 
care and dexterity in the reproducing 
Than The pe4~ures shown by the k lnc: 
toscope. and there 
is nothing more 
mystifying to the beholder than these 
Fame pictures, when they are thrown 
on the Sf-reen In the theater. 
In the 
sain» .. a fton-*~*-m, ¡wrha-ps, you will see 
a thrilling train robbery, a prize fight, 
a dainty little domestic 
comedy, 
a 
eceue during a trip of one of the pres 
ldentlal candidates, a fairy 
tale 
of 
your childhood, and some of the magi­ 
cal pictures in which stones roll rap­ 
idly up hill, saws and hammers work 
without human assistance, or a sk ele­ 
ton gradually develops flesh and cloth 
Ing. 
The commonplace is so mixed 
with the impossible that while you 
are look ing at the pictures you find 
yourself believing it is all perfectly 
real and natural, and it is only after 
you have left the theater 
that 
you 
realize It is a trick , an optical 
illu­ 
sion, and you wonder how It Is done. 
The effect upon your mind Is much 
lik e that produced by a dream 
you 
have had, only In the case of the cine 
matograph you try to 
analyze 
the 
process. 
IIchin(I tin* Scene*, 
Hut the process is unanalyzable, un 
less you are permitted a peep behind 
the scenes of the business of film mak ­ 
ing. 
Once in the film mak er's studio, 
however, you find the mak ing of the 
pictures far more interesting than the 
pictures themselves. 
One moment you 
laugh at your own stupidity in not 
guessing “how It work ed.” 
Tho next 
"you are lost TTTTwTmiraMon of the 
T 
erness of the film mak ers In being able 
to arrange the natural and ordinary 
means about them to produce such ex­ 
traordinary results. 
And you never 
•ee a moving picture afterwards with­ 
out remembering how it, or one lik e it, 
was made. 
Art, the drama, nature, mechanical 
forces; all have a part in the produc- 
tion of the pictures that are repro­ 
duced all over the civilized world, for 
the moving picture show has become 
the most universal of all amusements. 
Every manufacturer of motion picture 
dims maintains a large company of 
actors, a theater of his own with an 
Immense stag*1 fitted with traps, tank s, 
lift and other usual scenic accessories, 
and a larger corps of stage carpenters, 
scene 
painters, 
scene 
shifters 
and 
property men than is thought noces 
sary in any of the first class theaters 
In Europe or America. 
All sorts of 
Ingenious methods of 
producing un­ 
usual effects, all the devices for cre­ 
ating realistic illusions k nown to the 
stage and many that are impossible on 
the real stage, are employed. 
Every 
k ind of scenery and stag» » setting are 
used. People of all ages, sizes and con­ 
ditions. “tin' lame, tho halt and the 
blind,” as well as the physically per­ 
fect, tak e part In the various scenes. 
Sometimes the actors play their parts 
on a real stage, sometimes they act In 
the fields or woods or even on the 
streets of a city, and sometimes they 
go partly through a performance In 
the midst of natural surroundings and 
complete the play on the stage of a the | 
ater, or vice versa. 
It all depends on 
the subject of the picture and the way 
the idea is work ed out. 
Dramatic ability of a high order is 
necessary in the actors who pose be­ 
fore the speeding k lnetoseope, for act­ 
ing alone must tell the story of the 
play they are presenting, and many of 
the subjects are too artistic to admit 
of mere pantomime as an exposition 
of their meaning. 


T r i c k 
P i c t u r e » 
f r o m 
F r a n c e , 
The k inetoscope is not a French in­ 
vention. but its development along a r ­ 
tistic lines is due almost entirely to 
French ingenuity. 
In England, and in 
America till quite recently, it 
was 
used merely to record events as they 
occurred, such as the unveiling of a 
monument, the inauguration of a pres­ 
ident of the Enited States, a 
boat 
race, a prize fight, a 
championship 
baseball game, or a great parade. 
No 
attempt was made to create subjects 
for the machine to photograph, and all Í 
fanciful pictures, color 
pictures, 
or 
j 
others that were out of tho ordinary ¡ 
were left for the French film mak ers j 
to produce, and the result has been 
three distinctively characteristic class 
es of motion pictures. 
England 
produces 
t lie 
“current 
events” films. 
She sends her k incto* i 
scope operators wherever great things j 
are happening. 
She had one In the I 
trenches at Casablanca, 
another 
in 
Constantinople when the Sultan 
pro- < 
claimed the constitution, another 
in: 
Australia « hen the American fleet vis 
lted that colony. 
When King Edward 
opens an exposition the entire perform­ 
ance is recorded by the k lnetoseope, 
and reproduced somewhere else later. 
America mak es “current events” films, 
but she also mak es others. 
Film inak - 


!era in America maintain their 
own 
theater and company of actors, and 
some of the best picture dramas and 
! farces now shown have been produced 
here. 
The French manufacturers pro­ 
d u ce all the k inds of films made in En­ 
gland and America, but they 
mak e 
the colored pictures and the trick pic­ 
tures in addition, and on that account 
their work is more interesting to the 
uninitiated than that of either En­ 
glish or American manufacturers. 


A n 
K x a m p l e « 1 
t h o M e t h o d . 
Everybody k nows how a moving pic­ 
ture camera photographs a ball game 
or a prize fight. 
The film, which is 
just, lik e any other photograph film ex­ 
cept in size, passes over the aperture 
through which the exposure Is made 
at the rate of about 1050 pictures to 
the minute, recording every motion of 
every object within range of the cam­ 
era, while it is passing, and sometimes 
cofismnlng half anm 11 e of -ft 1 m lit a sin* 
gle record. 
Hut everybody does not 
k now how the picture of a man who 
is run over by an automobile and both 
legs cut off, and who afterward 
re­ 
places—Ills legs and walk s nway on 
them is made, nor how the siren who 
calmly swims about under water dur­ 
ing a twenty minute picture could have 
remained belowtlie surface long enough 
for the photographs to be tak en. 
In the case of the man the picture 
was made by the “arret,” or stop, in 
that of the siren the “fundu,” or blend, 
is employed. Hoth of these are French 
discoveries, and both are all 
im por­ 
tant in the mak ing of any moving pic­ 
ture films that are not strictly record 
films. 
In the “arret” the machine is 
stopped at some definite point during 
the exposure of the film and the shut­ 
ter closed so that registration is im­ 
possible. 
A change In some portion of 
the object being photographed is then 
made, after which the operation of the 
machine resumed. The “fundu” Is pro­ 
duced by a double exposure of one film, 
or by doubling the film by superimpos­ 
ing one film upon another for repro­ 
duction. 
The first is exemplified by the well- 
k nown picture, the “ Happy Accident.” 
A man falls asleep on the roadside and 
while he sleeps a motor car runs over 
him and cuts off both legs at the k nee. 
Tho motorist discovers his carelessness 
too late, but stops his machine at once 
nnd- httrryinir hack to the Injured man, 
pick s up the severed legs and hands 
them to him. 
The victim of the acci­ 
dent replaces his legs and after shak ­ 
ing hands with the motorist walk s oIT 
up the road. 


P h o t o g r a p h » o f t h o I m p o s s i b l e . 
Of course tlie thing Is impossible, 
ridiculously so, but tin* pictures shown 
on the screen are the reproductions of 
actual photographs, and tho puzzle to 
every one who sees the film is how can 
there !>e a photograph of a physical 
Impossibility? 
The trick is not a ditti 
cult one after the right man is found 
to pose for the photograph. 
A man 
who has both legs off at the k nee and 
uses artificial logs in their place was 
made up to look lik e 
another 
man 
with two good logs, and these two men 
changed places in the photograph. The 
actor comes on the stage first and goes 
to sleep by the roadside. 
The regis­ 
tration of the film is then stopped and 
the man with the artificial legs tak es 
the actor’s place, being careful to as­ 
sume exactly the same position as the 
actor. 
Then 
the machine is started 
again and the picture is made of the 
automobile coming down the road, run­ 
ning over the sleeping man, the motor­ 
ist getting out and going back and 
giving the injured man nis legs. 
At 
111is point the machine is again stop­ 
ped, the legless man gets out of the ! 
way and the actor tak es 
his 
place. 
When registration on the film is re ! 
sumed there is apparently no break in ; 
the scene, and the little tragedy is fin 
ished without difficulty. 
Hut the ef­ 
fect produced by the two stops is thor 
ougbly startling to the beholder of the 
reproduction. 


F a i r y P i c t u r e » , 
One way of producing the blend is 
doubling the film, and this is the meth­ 
od most often adopted when supernat­ 
ural appearances 
or 
disappearances 
are depicted. 
For example, a fairy ap­ 
pears to a child, talk s a moment, and 
then disappears. 
First, a film of the 
scene, with the child in the foreground, 
is tak en, the object being 
gradually 
thrown out of focus as the registration 
proceeds. 
Next, a film of the scone 
and the child with the fairy Is tak en, 
out of focus at first and 
gradually 
brought into focus. Then tin* two films 
are placed one upon the other so that 
they register exactly, and the result is 
the apparent gradual 
materialization 
of the fairy out of nothing. 
The fairy 
is, of course, much smaller than the 
child in the picture. 
In reality they 
arc about the same size, tho apparent 
difference being due to their respective 
distances from the camera. 
in tho cases of apparent defiance of 
natural laws, such a* stones running 
up hill and Jumping into open win 
(lows, or people walk ing upon the 
cei 
l 
ings, the (‘fleet is produced In a d if­ 
ferent manner. 
The 
exposures 
are 
tak en in the usual way. 
The stones 
fall out of the window and roll down 
the hill, and the people walk on the 
floor lik e civilized creatures while they 
are being photographed. Hut when the 
reproductions are made the films are 
carefully reversed, run back ward, as 
it were, and the result Is the reversal 
of the action part of the picture. This 
is a simple trick enough, but is hard 
to understand unless you have seen it 
done, and is one of the most puzzling 


I of all the many illusions of motion plo 
i tures. 
A Girl* « V i s i o n , 
“The Errand Girl’s Dream” 
shows 
another way of work ing a little trick 
on the audience. 
In the first scene the 
girl is shown leaving her home to go 
to the shop where she is employed. In 
the second scene she is shown at work 
in the shop and afterw ard starting out 
with a big box to deliver some goods 
to customers. 
These two scenes are 
shown with their natural back grounds, 
having been tak en without preparation 
m typical sections of Paris. 
But after 
the girl starts on her errands the oper­ 
ator of the k inetoscope leaves her and 
returns to the theater, where he finds 
an actress made up to look lik e her 
and a scene painted to represent the 
street through which the girl Is lik ely 
to pass. 
In this scene the actress is saunter- 
ing along the street. 
Seeing a bench, 
she sits down, places her box beside 
her, and is soon lost in day dreams. 
Suddenly the box opens and out of It 
comes a party of fairy creatures who 
how prettily to the girl, and then jum p­ 
ing down, go through a merry dance. 
There is more to the story, but this 
shows the trick . 
When the girl sits 
clown 
on 
the 
bench the film is stopped while the real 
box is removed and a piece of scenery 
painted to look lik e it is uncovered. 
'Ellis is opened from within in such a 
way that it seems to he opened by the 
fairies. 
'Eli« » ajiparently 
diminutive 
size of the fairies is produced by plac­ 
ing them 30 or 40 feet farther nway 
from tlie camera than is the girl, and 
as they are seen through the opening 
which the spectators regard as the lid 
of the box the illusion is complete. 
Most of these trick s are accomplish­ 
ed much as similar illusions on the real 
singe are produced except that the il­ 
lusion is the more perfect in the mov­ 
ing picture because of the possibilities 
of a change of properties which the 
“arret” provides, but the ability to set 
the scene and produce the effect is 
based upon the same sort of k nowledge 
and sk ill that is required in properly 
staging any theatrical performance. 


M i T l i i i a i c a l M a r u ' U . 
Mechanically, the k inetoscope is be­ 
coming rather well k nown. 
The pie 
tures are tak en on a sensitized film, 
1 Vs inches wide, and varying in length 
from HD to 1,200 feet. 
The film pass­ 
es in front of an aperture 1 inch by 
three-quarters of an inch in size, stops 
(haul still for the fractional part of a 
second, and passes on, the process be­ 
ing so rapid that at the normal rate of 
speed of operating the machine, sixteen 
exposures are made every second of 
t i me. 
When these pictures are reproduced 
and passed through tho machine which 
projects then upon the screen, they are 
usually shown at exactly the same rate 
of speed at which they were tak en, and 
thus tin* natural effect is produced. 
In showing the pictures 
the 
film, 
which 
for 
reproduction 
has 
been 
changed from a negative to a positive 
and probably colored in the same way 
that ordinary lantern slides are color­ 
ed is passed from one reel to another 
over an aperture of the same size and 
shape as that through which the pic­ 
ture was originally tak en, and the en­ 
largement of the projected picture is 
accomplished by means of lenses in 
front of the picture. 
Light is furnish­ 
ed by electricity and, as in all stereop- 
ticons, passes through the picture into 
the lens, where it is refracted to form 
tho great spot of light upon the screen. 
It is the manipulation of this light 
that is the dangerous feature of mov­ 
ing pictures. 
The film is celluloid and 
highly explosive, and the point of light 
that falls upon it is so intense that if 
permitted to rest for a single instant 
upon the film, the heat produced will 
cause an explosion. 
While the film is 
moving there is no danger, but it can­ 
not be stopped without danger, unless 
the machine Is fitted with an m to- 
matic shutter, which falls 
over 
the 
aperture as soou as the crank stops 
turning. 
Artistically tho cinematograph Is de­ 
veloping with amazing rapidity. When 
moving picture shows were first open­ 
ed in the cities of this country they 
were regarded as a rather low order of 
amusement resorts. 
Already they have 
climbed several classes, and the char­ 
acter of pictures the best ones are 
showing now brings them almost on a 
plane with tho first-class playhouses.

e u S o a t h 


To many people “Nigbt-riderism”—the word Is our own coinage— doubt­ 
less seems a recent disease. 
They first noted It In Kentuck y, where 
It Is 
terrorizing many counties and taxing even the State authorities. 
Afterwards 
it seemed to spread southward, appearing, though less extensively, in Ten­ 
nessee, Mississippi, Louisiana and Ark ansas. 
But the fact is t hat the outbreak s farther South are not the result of a 
spread of tho recent infection from Kentuck y. 
They trace their origin back 
directly instead of deriving it collaterally. 
“Xight-riderism” In the Southern 
States Is simply the latest manifestation, under a changed name, of a spirit 
which has existed and manifested itself from time to time ever since the 
war. 
It is thus, in a sense, an institution, though a had one, a nd not the re­ 
sult of a recent example. 
The progenitor of “Xight-riderism” was the Kuk lux Ivlan. 
Now, we are 
aware that some very strong arguments have been made for the objects of 
the Kuk lux Klan and for the really good men who joined It. 
But none of 
these men have over denied that lawless persons availed themselves of the 
organization to do outrageous things. 
The Kuk lux Klan thus taught the 
lawless, ignorant white element of the whites the methods and power of secret 
organization. 
Years later in certain parts of these States we find the “White Caps”—- 
whose name originated in the North—carrying out the lesson of lawless or­ 
ganization. 
The maintenance of order, which was at least the avowed object 
of the Klan, was not even thought of by the White Caps, who were, in the 
South, an organization for terrorizing innocent people, white and black , whose 
presence or whose doings had offended the sk ulk ing desperadoes of the coun­ 
tryside. 
Some of their defenders would a t times attempt to connect their crimes 
with economic matters. 
But they sprang in most cases from the bad pas­ 
sions of ignorant people who thought they saw iti secret organizations a 
sure way to gratify all their animosities and desires and yet escape the cor­ 
rection of the law. 
And now we have the Night Riders, inheritors of the bad training and 
methods of the preceding organizations, the third in the direct line. 
It may 
be ask ed: 
“Why call them by a different name if they are about the same 
as the White Caps?” 
The answer is that the name, which chance has a f­ 
fixed to these organizations, really stands for something at least a little d if­ 
ferent—for the newest development or phase of the unfortunate spirit against 
which men lik e the Governors of Tennessee, Louisiana, Mississippi, Ark ansas 
and Kentuck y have so firmly set themselves.

At more or less frequent intervals 
persons residing in various parts of this 
country learn of the pearls which have 
been found in fresh water clams and 
forthwith proceed to try their luck at 
searching, says Country Life in Amer­ 
ica. 
To he of value a pearl must be per­ 
fectly round or drop shape and Its col­ 
or must he even, glossy, slightly trans-^, 
parent and 
pure white. 
Having all 
these desired properties, the pearl must 
he of good size to he of much value. 
A perfect pearl weighing one grain is 
worth from $1 to $2, one of two grains’ 
weight is worth $8, one of three grains 
$18 and so on in lik e proportion. Pearls 
weighing loss than a grain are common 
and worth only a few cents. 
The conditions most favorable for 
pearl formation exist where the clams 
live on a sandy or gravelly bottom In 
swift running water. 
in times of high water particles of 
dirt or gravel are washed into the shell 
with such force as to become imbedded 
in the flesh of the clam, causing great 
irritation. 
The clam thus afflicted im­ 
mediately begins to coat the m aterial 
with 
a 
secretion which, hardening, 
forms the pearl. 
The writer lias ojiened hundreds of 
clams tak en from ponds without find­ 
ing a single pearl, while In shells from 
running water it is hard to examine 
ten without finding one. 
Ninety-nine 
pearls out of a hundred have no value, 
however. 
A majority of pearls found will lie of 
undesirable shape or color or too small 
to be of value. 
To obtain two pearls 
worth between $10 and $15 in the ag­ 
gregate the w riter opened two barrels 
of clams, with the assistance of two 
companions, and the 
time tak en in 
opening and examining them was about 
sixteen hours. 
In the West the shells of certain spe­ 
cies are used by the m anufacturers of 
pearl buttons. 
For this purpose the 
shells must l» e of a good pearly color 
Inside and q uite thick , and are bought 
for from $t to $3 a barrel.
